HISTORY OF SCOTT COUNTY 


_ ALEXANDER W. BROWNLIE. 


Alexander W. Brownlie needs no introduction to the readers of this volum¢, ° 
for he has made his home within the borders of Scott county for more thao - 
three score years and ten, having been brought here by his parents when in the © 
second year of his age. He was successfully engaged in farming and stock: *, 
raising throughout his active business career but is living largely retired at the ° 
present time, enjoying the fruits of his former toil in well earned ease. His bi ; 
occurred in Canada on the 22d of May, 1837, his parents being James and Ritchie 
(Walker) Brownlfe, both of whom were natives of Scotland. The father was 
born on the 26th of November, 1807, and the mother’s birth occurred in the yea? 
1810. They were married in Canada and remained residents of that country 
until 1838, when the family home was established in Scott county, Iowa, thé 


father coming here a few months prior to the arrival of his wife and three chil- 
dren. James Brownlie took up a timber claim at Long Grove, which place at 
that time boasted only one shanty. He constructed a sod house or dugout and -; 
after residing therein for a year built what was considered a commodious log house . 
| in those days. In 1851 the primitive structure was replaced by another resi- 
| | dence, which is still standing. James Brownlie accumulated about four hundred 
acres of land and devoted his time and energies to general agricultural pursuits 
throughout his entire business career, bringing his fields under a high state of 
cultivation and improvement. He held various positions of public trust and 
responsibility and was one of the six men (all Brownlie by name) who organized 
the Christian church ‘at Long Grove, in 1839. Preaching services were con- 
ducted in his home from 1839 until 1846, when a log church was erected, and 
he served as an elder until his demise. This church is the oldest in Scott county. 
Mr. Brownlie was called to his final rest in 3893 and the community thus lost 
‘ona of its worthy pioneer settlers whose labors had proved an important element 
inthe work of early development and upbuilding. His wife passed away in 1889.- 
Their children were six in number, as follows: Jane, who is deceased, as is also 
her husband, James Neil; Mrs. Isabelle McCosh, who has likewise passed away; 
Alexander W., of this review; Catherine, the deceased wife of John Fluke, of 

_ Grinnell, Iowa; Andrew, who has also been called to his final rest; and Robert, 

who is a resident of Long Grove. 

Alexander W. Brownlie began his education under the preceptorship of his 
parents, as there were still no schools in the pioneer community. When he was 
about ten years of age a little “temple of learning” was established at Long 
Grove with Phillip Van Patten as instructor, and there he pursued his studies 
fora time. He remained under the parental roof until he was married and then 
purchased and located upon a tract of one hundred and sixty acres near Long 
Grove. Part of the land was broken and after the remainder had been made 
ready for farming purposes he erected a dwelling and there carried on his agri- 
cultural interests for about twelve years. On the expiration of that period he 
still engaged in the live stock business to some extent but is living largely re- 
took up his abode on another farm of one hundred and thirty acres a little nearer 
Long Grove and, disposing of his original property soon afterward, was actively 
engaged in its operation for a great many years. In 1876 he became interested 
in the live stock business in association with his brother Robert and they carried 
on their operations in this connection for about a third of a century, making a 
specialty of shorthorn cattle, Poland China hogs and Percheron horses. He js 

, still engaged in the live-stock business to some extent but is living largely re- 
tired at the present time, making his home at No. 501 Kirkwood avenue in 
Davenport. He is one of the stockholders in the Stockmen’s Bank at Long 
Grove, which he assisted in organizing in May, 1907. 


.___On the 22d of January, 1862, Mr, Brownlie 
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Elizabeth Thompson, who was born in England on the 22d of January, 1841, 
and who in 1844 was brought to Scott county by her parents, the Hon. Hugh 
M. and Jane Thompson. Her father represented this district in the state legis- 
lature for a great many years and was also the president and manager of the 
lowa Agricultural College. Mr. and Mrs. Brownlie became the parents of 
four children. Sarah, the eldest, wedded M. H. Calderwood, of Davenport, and 


is now the mother of seven children, namely: Ethel; Blanche; Errett and Almeta, 
twins; Helen; Dwight; and Ruth. William, the cashier of the Citizens First 
Bank of Davenport, wedded Miss Mary E. Fleming, by whom he has one child, 
Aline. Annie, whe gave her hand in marriage, to John Neil, of Cherokee, Iowa, 
now has four children: lola, Jennie, Laverne and Bernice. Andrew Brownlie 
is deceased. Mrs. Elizabeth Brownlie, the wife and mother, was called to her . 
final rest in the year 1874. | 

Mr. Brownlie is a lifelong member of the Christian church at Long Grove 
and has always heid official position therein, having continuously served as trustee 
since its incorporation and as elder and Sunday school superintendent for about 
thirty years. He has spent practically his entire life in this county and is there- 
fore familiar with its development from pioneer times down to the present, hav- 
ing aided in the arduous toil which brought about the wonderful transformation 
that is everywhere apparent in this part of the state.

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HISTORY 


In 1826, the Brownlie’s, a family of common 
people, left their homeland of Scotland and 
traveled to Canada. In Scotland, they had 
worked as hired hands, doing farm work for 
the Lords of Scotland. It was the promise of 
land in Canada and the excitement of their 
passage over that brought them to North 
America. 


After living in Canada for 12 years, the 
Brownlie family became dissatisfied with 
British rule in the Province of Ontario. So, in 
June of 1838, they sold everything they 
owned and left Canada. Their journey 
eventually brought them to Davenport, lowa. 
Finding that all the timber land along the 
Mississippi River had been claimed, they 
headed north, where they were able to 
purchase 100 acres of timber from a Mr. 
Coate’s for $160.00. This land is now part 
of the town of Long Grove, lowa. 


Due to the abundance of timber, most homes 
in the area were built of log. But Alexander 
Brownlie used his skill as a stone mason to 
construct his house out of sod. He used a 
plow to cut the sod into strips, and used this to 
create a two-story farmhouse for his family. 


In 1932, the second owner, John Martens, 
sold the house to Edward and Dora Lage, 
parents of current owner Bob Lage. When 
Bob and Marlene Lage had the opportunity to 
move into the home where Bob grew up, he 
wanted no part of it. The house was big and 
cold, and without indoor plumbing. Those 
trips to the outhouse were part of his past, not 
his future. So the Lage’s built a new house on 
the property, and in 1967, began demolition 
of the “old house.” James “Bud” Nagle (their 
brother-in-law), removed a large board from a 
doorframe of the “old house”, and what he

uncovered put a halt to the demolition process. Not 
even the “old-timers” in the area had any idea that 
the house was built of sod; it was expected to be 
built of log. 


Marlene Lage and Howard Brownlie, a descendant 
of Alexander Brownlie, worked tirelessly on 
restoring the house and having it placed on the 
National Register of Historic Places. With help from 
an architect, a local contractor, volunteers, and 
numerous “Long Grove boys”, a large portion of the 
restoration has been completed. Presently, the 
Brownlie Sod House Questers #1229 assist with 
projects that help continue the restoration of the 
house. 


ARCHITECTURE 


Alexander Brownlie plowed tough prairie sod into 
two-foot by one-foot strips to create large bricks 
made of sod. These bricks formed the walls of the 
house. Bits of grass and weeds can still be seen in 
the rock-hard soil. Lath was attached to the earthen 
walls with old square nails imprinted with the letter 
“B". Plaster mixed with horsehair was added to the 
lath. On the exterior, the sod was covered with 





clapboard to preserve the sod, and improve 
the appearance of the house. The basement 
under the original sod portion of the house 
was built with hand-hewn wood beams and 
walls of native limestone. A brick addition 
and a wood frame addition (that included a 
third story attic) were built in later years. The 
brick addition is still in tact, but the wood 
frame addition has been removed. This sod 
home is especially unusual due to its two-story 
construction, which was necessary fo accom- 
modate the size of the Brownlie family. There 
is no other known two-story sod house of this 
type in the United States.

some thoughts regarding reproductions 


It is important to remember that reproductions have been produced for years. At 
the turn of the century, companies were reproducing Colonial furniture. 
Glassware has been reproduced all through this century. An item can be old and 
Still be a reproduction. Karly reproductions are now collectible. The danger lies 
in buying a 1930s piece of furniture and paying an 1830s price. 


Always use common sense. Don’t buy something without examining it carefully. 
If the item is Supposed to be old, remember that it should look old. You will hear 
many stories about why a piece looks so good. You will be told that it was 
wrapped up the day it was purchased and stored 100 years, or that it was found 
in a warehouse. Even if these stories were true, the piece should show some 
signs of age. 


Remember, reproduction artists are often careless when it comes to detail. By 
asking yourself a few questions you may be able to spot many questionable 
aging techniques. Ask why the wear and tear is there in the first place. Do the 
dents, scratches and bumps appear to be from daily use and cleaning? Be wary if | 
the aging is too uniform. | 
People who fake and reproduce items try to keep their costs low. They don’t 
always take the time to properly age parts of an object that won’t be seen. Take 
drawers out of furniture and examine them to make sure they match the rest of 
the piece. If a cast-iron toy or bank comes apart, dismantle it and look inside. If 
an item is framed, unframe it. Important information such as dates and the 
addresses of printing companies are often hidden under frames and matts. A 
word of caution — only take these measures if you are seriously interested in 
buying the piece, and have the Owner’s permission. Be sure you can puttheitem — 
back together without damaging it. if 


Before spending a lot of money on a new collection, research the subject. Find 
other collectors and ask them what reproduction and fantasy items are on the 
market. Most collectors are eager to share information. 


Companies that sell reproductions usually have catalogs which they mail to 
prospective customers. Some of the catalogs are free, but most cost a nominal 
fee, generally under $10. Get as many catalogs as you can. Look at the ads in 
Country and Victoriana magazines, and check antique trade papers that allow 
reproduction advertising. Most trade papers will send you one free sample copy 
from which you can get such information, or check your local library to see

Sod houses have long since disappeared from Iowa 
prairies, but miraculously a type of one in an apparent 
near-perfect state of preservation has been found in 
Long Grove in Scott County. 

The Alexander Brownlie Sod House was built in 
1838 by three Brownlie brothers who came from Scot- 
land, by way of Canada, to Long Grove to settle. 
Alexander, being a stone mason by trade, probably 
accounts for the unique-method of building with the 
materials at hand. The sod was formed into adobe-like 
bricks by mixing the sod with prairie grass and putting 
it into a handmade wooden form, drying, and then 
using as a bricklayer would today. It would have been 
covered by the next year with clapboard siding to 
protect it from the elements. The inside walls are 
covered with the original plaster. As the family grew, 
two additions were added, the first about 1860 and the 
next one about 1890. It now stands as it was in the 
1860’s. 

The Brownlies were most prominent, James being 
the first minister of the Long Grove Christian Church, 
for which the Brownlies donated the land. The first 
church services were held in the sod house until a 
church was built. 

There have been but three families of ownership of 
this property; Brownlies until 1906, Martens from 
1906-1933, and Lages from 1933 to the present. The 
Lages had been told the house was built of logs, and as 
demolition was about to begin, a board was removed 
from an inside doorway, thereby exposing the sod wall. 
Plans changed! Demolition ceased, an architect was 
consulted, research began, decisions were made, and 
finally new plans began. 

: The house needs to be functional. Without heat or 
| plumbing, the best solution for use seemed to be to host 
' anannual Prairie Market at the Sod House. This event
